Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose a system and method for configuring a regulator circuit having a 
sample-and-hold circuit having, inter alia, means for sensing an output voltage at an 
output node coupled to the sample-and-hold circuit; means for for determining whether 
the input voltage at the input node is greater than the output voltage at the output node; 
and means for providing a sample-and-hold function based on the determination (claims 
1 and 18); wherein a transfer function of the sample-and-hold circuit is pseudo-all-pass 
if the input voltage at the input node is greater than an output voltage at the output node 
and is a substantially constant signal if the input voltage at the input node is less than 
the output voltage at the output node (claim 1 1 ). The remaining claims 2-1 0 and 1 2-1 7 
are allowed by virtue of their dependencies from the independent claims. Hence, the 
examiner has allowed claims 1 through 18.
